NEW YORK—Funeral services 
will be held here this week for 
Dr. Kurt Rosenfeld, prominent 
German Jewish Socialist and 
jurist, who died at his home in 
Queens at the age of 68. Dr. Ros- 
enfeld was a member of the 
« Reichstag from 1919 until 1933 
when he was forced to flee Ger- 
many, Prior to that he was Prus- 
sian Minister of Justice. At the 
time of his death he was presi- 
dent of the anti-Nazi German 
American Emergency Conference, 
which he helped to found here 
a short time ago to combat Nazi 
acttivities.

Prisoners Revolt. Fire Death Chambers

LONDON — Jewish prisoners in the 

notorious Treblinka concentration camp 
in Poland revolted in August, setting fire 
to barracks and other buildings and also 
to the gas chambers in which thousands 
of Jews have been executed. according 
to a report reaching the Polish Govern- 
ment-in-Exile here this week. The report 
does not give any further details.. 


Silesia, in Poland, where they are being used 
for road building, mining and other difficult 
manual labor, according to a reliable report 
reaching here this week.

Jewish History Continually a Tale of Woe

URS IS CONTINUALLY A TALE OF WOE. Our hopes and prayers 
of the yester-years yet go unanswered and darkness still envel- 
opes the Jewish horizon. Thus, standing at the threshold of a new 
year, we may justly pose the query—What is new in the New Year? 

We, as Elijah of old, flee from the tragedy of Jewish experience - 
to the Mount of the Lord—there to await an answer to the mystery 
of our plight and existence. As Elijah, we hear howling winds blow- 
ing from all quarters, chilling the Jewish spirit; we witness turbulent 
storms of upheaval playing havoc with Jewish life; we are helpless 
spectators witnessing destructive fires consuming Jewish body and 
soul and creations of centuries. But, alas, unfortunately, unlike Elijah 
we are not privileged to hear the small quiet assuring Voice that, 
after this upheaval, will come peace and tranquility to the Jewish 
soul. 

However, standing at the peak of the old year we can better 
acquire the proper perspective to evaluate our experiences, guage 
our strength, weigh our failures, contemplate our short-comings, and 
then turn our gaze to the tomorrow. 

If our experiences were tragic and bitter, they were part of a 
world tragedy—only more severe. If our strength has been sapped 
in one sphere, it has been invigorated and revitalized in another 
sphere—America, through the union of forces expressed, by the 
assembly of the American Jewish Conference.

The editor’s chair, 


With no reflection on the ora- 
torical ability of Lewis Sutin, 
very capable president of District 
Grand Lodge No. 2 of B’nai B'rith, 
the logic of discontinuing the 
present custom of an annual 
speaking exhibition by the presi- 
dent before each lodge becomes 
quite irrefutable. 


When a president who can de- 
liver a stirring oration like Mr. 
Sutin comes along, all well and 
good, but what of the more fre- 
quent times when the president 
is merely a good executive who 
guides the destinies of the lodges 
in his eight states expertly, but 
whose speech-making cannot 
compare with that of Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver. The same speaking 
tour is held, and the poor attend- 
ances because of past disappoint- 
ments with the speaking ability 
of the previous presidents, re- 
sults.

Current Comment 


Jewish Havens Commented Upon by Amer- 
ican Jewish Outlook — The search for Jewish 
havens has degenerated inot each country sug- 
gesting that other countries are ideal havens. 
The Agro-Joint and the Refugee Economic 
Corporation have explored the possibilities of 
settlement in Alaska, Angola, Australia, Brazil, 
Canada, Chile, China, Cuba, Lower California, 
New Zealand and Peru. In addition, Mindanao, 
the southernmost island of the Phillipine group, 
and Bolivia have been considered. Then, too, 
the Augda Israel has held conversations with 
the Ethiopian Minister on the possibilities of 
settling Jews in Abyssinia. Haile Selassie has 


already made some gifts to the Jewish commu- — 


nity and has several Jews as state advisers. 
Unfortunately, however, anti-Semitism 
seems to grow as quickly as each new haven is 
mentioned. While the victory of the United 
Nations will help to cut off the source of Nazi- 
inspired anti-Semitism, there will still be a 
hard victory to be won. The solution does not 
lie in segregating Jews on some island or some 
bleak piece of ground that no one happens to 
To the extent that the 
return of peace will allow some of them to 
settle back in the lands of their birth, the prob- 
lem will be helped. But there must be estab- 
lished the principle that Jews can settle any- 
where like anyone else. To subscribe to any- 
thing less than this is to subscribe to the prin- 
ciples that underlie the Nazi concept of the in- 
feriority of the Jew. This applies to Palestine 
as well. There should not be a quota against 
Jews settling in the Holy Land. The tolerance 
of this principle by the nations which supported 


the Balfour Declaration is responsible for much 
of the suffering that the Jews have been forced 
to endure in Europe.

Bond Sales at Holiday Services urged by the 
American Jewish Outlook of Pittsburgh— 
Shortly before Rosh Hashonah last»year, youth 
leader Abraham Butler, who is now in uniform, 
was impressed with the idea that just as Haym 
Salomon interrupted the Day of Atonement 
service to raise money to save our young na- 
tion, so we might set aside one of the High 
Holy Days and allow an appeal for the sale af 
United States Government Bonds. Such at- 
tempts as he made to interest various groups 
bore no fruit, possibly because there was not 
enough time and possibly because annual ap- 
peals for particular purposes have a sort of 
right of way. 


We were reminded of this opportunity for 
emphasizing the Jew in American life and 
repeating the success of Haym Salomon by a 
recent editorial in the Indianapolis Jewish 
Post. The $15,000,000,000 appeal will be at its 
height during September and will still need 
our best efforts on September 30th when Rosh 
Hashonah comes. 


We urge our rabbis and synagogue leaders 
to consider the possibility of using the sermon 
period for this purpose. It should not be un- 
dertaken unless it will prove successful. Prop- 
erly organized, however, it will prove success- 
ful. Properly pursued, it will lend decorum 
to the religious service rather than detract 
from it. Let the matter be considered.

courage and numbers and are awakening from the lethargy of decades 
and are becoming more militant and its cause more dynamic. Apathy 
plus ignorance are still plaguing the religious and cultural life of 
the American Jew. Our youth still drifts aimlessly searching for 
false gods to worship and pay homage. Jewish homes are still minus 
form and content and materialism is still the dominant motivating 
force in our lives. This fused scene of progress and regress, ameliora- 
tion and deterioration we behold as we view the past—at which we 
must not tarry but hasten to penetrate the future. 


We must not permit our plight to dishearten and discourage us 
but, as well, we must not permit our small gains and the seeming 
dawn of a brighter day to lull us into a false security and smug and 


satisfied complacency. It is imperative that we strain all our en- 
ergies, individually and collectively, to hasten the day of victory and 
peace—thus terminating bloodshed; and making it possible for us to 
grapple with the weighty problems that will confront us then. 
Greater still must be our union of forces enabling us to cope with 
the overwhelming tasks of reconstructing the Jewish post-war world. 
Zionist activities must be accelerated since the struggle for Zion 
demands it and wandering Jewry has need of it. An all out effort . 
must be launched to banish ignorance and indifference from Jewish 
life through the channels of the synagogue, classroom and home; thus 
salvaging our youth and granting them a philosophy of life with 
proper perspective. 

This is the path we must travel before we can hear the small 
quiet voice giving promise of peace and tranquility to Israel. We 
are the voice, let us make it audible.

War Fund Need 


Need for increased giving to 
the United War Fund campaign 
which begins its city-wide drive 
on Oct. 25 was stressed this week 
by Jewish Welfare Fund leaders 
in a letter to the Jewish com- 
munity. The JWF which is an 
affiliate of the United War Fund 
will receive $170,000 for local, 
national and overseas needs. In 
accepting the recommendation 
of the Jewish Welfare Fund 
Budget Committee, W. C. Griffith, 
president of the United War Fund 
stated that “While this sum 
($170,000) represents about 15 
per cent more than was actually 
raised in Indianapolis by the 
Jewish Welfare Fund in its last 
campaign, we recognize clearly 
the great burden which has been 
placed upon Jewish agencies as 
a result of Nazi oppression 
abroad.” 


Jewish Welfare Fund leaders 


emphasized in a New Year’s 
statement that giving will have 
to be increased approximately 20 
per cent if the War Fund is to 
meet the budget for Jewish 
causes. 

Increased funds will be needed 
to provide immediate aid to hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jews in 
territory free from the shadow 
of the Axis and help to those 
who have endured ten years of 
Hitlerism. At the same time 
there are new possibilties for the 
rescue of thousands of Jewish 
children in North Africa, Russia 
and the Balkans who have been 
orphaned or separated from their 
parents by the war and Nazi 
persecution.

MONG JOURNALISTS and radio commentators there is consid- 
A erable dismay over C. B. S.’s new policy of “not opinionating the 
news.” C. B. S. has instructed all members of their news staff, in- 
cluding sponsored commentators, to refrain from expressions of 
editorial opinion. Paul W. White, representing management, says 
that these broadcasters have been selected “because of background, 
knowledge, insight, clarity of thought, and special ability to make 
themselves understood,” but that they must not tell the public “what 
they themselves think and what the public should think.” They are 
not, he says, “privileged to crusade, to harangue the people, or at- 
tempt to sway public opinion!” 

* * ae 

IT’S A LONG WAY from saying what you think, and conduct- 
ing a crusade or haranguing the public. Crusaders and haranguers 
seldom stay on the air for long because the public doesn’t like them, 
‘and what the public doesn’t like brings in no contracts. To ban all 
editorial comment is another matter altogether. Mr. White justifies 
this on the ground that there are only a limited number of wave 
lengths, and that “a powerful and one-sided position on serious issues 
could be created by a small group of broadcasters.” 

“The threat of such unbalanced power is inimical to a demo- 
cratic and free radio and democracy itself,” he concludes with pon- 
tifical solemnity.

He quotes with pride a comment by “Time” that C. B. S. news 
programs are “the most adult on the air.” 

I am inclined to agree with Time that the C. B. S. galaxy of com- 
mentators is probably the most brilliant of any network’s. Ned 
Calmer, George Fielding Eliot, Ed Murrow, Cecil Brown, Bill Shirer, 
Quincy Howe, Bob Trout, and the others all are different in tem- 
perament, opinion, and voice, but they are all men of “insight and 
clarity of thought.” And it is these men who have created for 
C. B. S. the prestige of which it boasts. 

But they have not created it by withholding from the public 
what they think. None of them “harangues,” but they all express 
opinions regarding the news, its significance, meaning, and its rela- 
tion to public issues. If C. B.S. is not buying their capacities to 
think and to form opinions out of “background, knowledge, insight, 
and clarity of thought,” what in the world is it buying? Anybody 
can read: the news off a ticker tape, and many can assemble the bare 
news into presentable form, but the function of these men is to tell 
the public what the news reveals concerning where we are at and 
going. And that is a matter of opinion. 

It will probably be argued that I am not personally distinterested 
in this discussion, since I am a radio commentator, from time to time 
myself. I can only answer that what C. B. S. wants commentators 
to do is a cinch beside what we try to do—namely to think while we 
read the news, and tell the public what we think. Every time we do 
it we risk our reputations. It’s easier to earn one’s living by par- 
rotting off the bare facts. 

But, quite impersonally, I am appalled by Mr. White’s arguments 
because of the fear they reveal of disinterested thought and in- 
tellectual leadership. It is not the “privilege” he argues, of men of 
“background, knowledge, insight, and clarity of thought” to influence 
public opinion. Who then should influence public opinion? Only 
politicians, party machines, business men and their promotion ex- 
perts? 

I should say it was the public duty of men such as Mr. White’s 
broadcasters, to convey their thoughts to the public. For what have 
they trained themselves, in many years of travel, study, contact with 
leading persons, mastery of foreign languages, study in special fields? 
These men have no financial nor political power or ambition. None 
of them is running for public office or trying to stay in it. They can 
influence the public only through knowledge, reason, and logic. They 
and the independent writers are, in fact, almost the only disinterest- 
ed pens and voices reaching the public at all. And all that supports 
them in the long run, is a record for having been right oftener than 
wrong. 

BUT, SAYS MR. WHITE they might build up a powerful one- 
sided opinion. Now, really! Mr. White’s own broadcasters are re- 
Publicans and democrats, liberals and conservatives. They have only 
one thing in common: knowledge and intelligence. They are in 
Competition with each other for the ear of the public. The F. C. C. 
has investigated the broadcasting companies on charges of monopoly 
but never the commentators. If perchance they should all agree on 
any Single serious issue the presumption would be overwhelmingly 
In favor of their being right. Why shouldn’t the public know it? 

In the end the public, with the chance to listen to all of them 
decides every issue. It is not nearly so easily influenced as Mr. White 
fears. And if he actually carries through his program and reduces 
his first-class thinking staff to hacks he will lose his listeners. For 
the public likes to hear opinions about the news—if for no other 
Teason than the luxury of disagreeing with them.

L. L. GOODMAN CONCERNED BY ATTITUDE 
OF COMMUNITY ON WAR FUND 


To the editor, 


I am greatly concerned over 
the attitude of some of our Jew- 
ish people in connection with 
the coming United War Fund 
Campaign from which the Jew- 
ish Welfare Fund and the Jewish 
Federation are to get a sum of 
around $225,000.00. 


I know that all of our folks 
are going to want to do the right 
thing and will do it as they cer- 
tainly do not want non-Jewish 
contributors to the War Fund to 
be paying for the Jewish chari- 
ties that we have always main- 
tained ourselves. 


But what I am concerned about 
is the fact that many of our peo- 
ple have no conception of the 
facts that the needs for Jewish 
charities today particularly the 
United Jewish Appeal is greater 
than ever and when I approach- 
ed one man the other day on the 
subject, he said to me, “What do 
you need all of the money for?” 


Well, it didn’t take him five 
minutes to learn that the facts 
are that more money is needed 
today than even last year and 
that, furthermore, every Jewish 
Community in the United States, 
without exception, is giving more 
money to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, for example, this year, than 
ever before. 


It hadn’t occurred to this man 
that as fast as the Allies take 
over territory formerly held by 
Germany and Italy, such as North 
Africa, for example, that it means 
a release of a large number of 
Jews who have been in concen- 
tration camps of one degree or 
another and that now we have 
those poor souls on our hands to 
help give relief to and to try and 
give them a fresh start in life. 


Furthermore, the more terri- 
tory that our Allied armies re- 
capture, the greater will be our 
need and the greater will be our 
opportunity to be of help to our 
people who are being rescued. 


The reason I say that I am 
concerned is that simply because 
we have not had a Jewish Wel- 
fare Campaign this year in the 
usual maner—many of our peo- 
ple are not acquainted with the 
continued urgency of the situa- 
tion. 

For example, the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee has already 
spent in the first eight months of 
this year, $6,496,200.00 on their 
relief, rescue and rehabilitation 
program. And the Palestine ag- 
encies in the first six months of 
this year have spent $6,163,102.- 
00 or $2,000,000.00 more than they 
did last year in the same six 
months. ; 

Anyone who is acquainted with 
these facts cannot help being im- 
pressed, not only with the urg- 
ency of the need, but also with 
the fact that the money being 
raised actually is being spent. 

Early this year, before we an- 
nounced our Interim Campaign 
for the Welfare Fund, you ran 


an editorial saying that many 
people felt that the Interim Cam- 
paign would be a flop because, 
unless we had .the fanfare we 
wouldn’t raise the money. I an- 
swered you at that time and said 
that I did not believe that that 
would be so—that I had confi- 
dence in our people cooperating 
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having to be hit over the ‘heag 
with fanfare in order to extract 
money from them. At that time 
I said that all of our people nau 
in order to cause them tg 
liberally, is to know tha the 
money. is actually needed and 4 
being wisely spent. 
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I am pleased to tell yoy that 
now that the Interim C 
is over with that almost 
exception, every contributor % 
operated beautifully and with 
the exception of the money ye

Now, however, in coming to 
the United War Fund Campaign, 
we must remember that the Jew- 
jsh Welfare Fund and the Jew- 
ish Federation jointly are going 
jp receive approximately $225,- 
90.00 which is an increase of 
about $20,000.00 more than these 
agencies previously received, 
either from the Jewish Welfare 
Campaign and from the Com- 
munity Fund allocation, so if we 
Jews are going to want to do our 
part it means that the least we 
should expect from anyone is a 
contribution to the War Fund 
that will be no less than he gave 
to the War Fund and Welfare 
funds, separately last year.

Responses from organizations 
who are being scheduled for cer- 
tain days during October at the 
Blood Bank as part of the drive 
of the Indianapolis Lodge of 
B’nai Brith, have been very en- 
heartening, Sid Mahalowitz, 
chairman of the blood bank com- 
mittee announced this week. 


The need for additional donors 
was stressed by blood bank offi- 
cials who pointed out that the 
daily quota of 200 pints was 
not even being half met. 





So far five destroyers and 
three Liberty Ships have been 
named after Jewish patriots. 
The Liberty Ships carry the 
names of Louis Marshall, Sam- 
uel Gompers and Haym Solo- 
mon. The destroyers are named 
after Jewish heroes in the navy, 
three of whom have fallen in 
the present war in the Pacific. 
These three are Lt. Ira Jeffery 
of Minneapolis, Ensign Robert 
Leopold of Louisville, Ky.; and 
Ensign Daniel Seid of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. The records of their heroic 
deeds will be made public only 
when the war is over, but the 
fact that the U.S. Navy has 
found it fiting to name fighting 
ships in their memory speaks for 
itself. The other two Jews after 
whom destroyers have been 
named recently are Commodore 
Uriah P. Levy and Captain John 
Ordroneaux who did no small 
service in the War of 1812.
